Still Working Amon^ the Debris

BUFFALO, N. Y,, May 22.—Diggers were 


still working at the debris of the fallen 
Brown building this morning, expecting 
every noment to uncover borne corpse. 
The body of missing Contractor William 
Strauh was unearthed at 2 o'clock and 
removed to the morgue. The remains of 
the almost unrecognizable body recovered 
late last night have been identified as a 
Polish -workman employed by Mr. Straub. 


Examinations are being made to ascer- 


tain whether the remainder of the build- 
ing is s.ife. The coroner is endeavoring 
to place the responsibility and the public 
works commissioner to prove whether the 
city officers passed improper plans. 


THE HORRORS ARE AWFUL, 


Danger at Crete aud Atmaaiau 


Suffering at Zeitoua 13 


Pitiable.

Cox'TAXTlNOPi-E, May 22 —The news 


from Crete today i» of the gravest char- 
acter. The Turkish troops in that dis- 
trict are surrounded by insurgents and 
the latter are being aided by the inhabi- 
tants. Affairs look very bad and blood- 
shed in imminent 


BOSTON, May 22.—Although several 


months have passed since the Turkish 
massacres in Armenia took place, and 
although thousands of dollars have been 
distributed in relief to the distressed in- 
habitants, a correspondence from Zeitoun 
states that atill between 12,009 and 14,000 
refugees are in that city, who were com- 
pelled to flee from their homes and were 
abletoaave nothing of their property, 
and are now a heavy burden upon that 
small city, in which they have found an 
asylum. 


The condition of the refugees is pitiable 


in the extreme. In addition to pressing 
want, disease is prevalent. From ten to 
twenty die every dby. There are now 
4000 cases in zAwniin need of medical 
attention, yet there i| only one competent 


physician in the place. A hospital with, 
fltty beds has been fitted up. The cots 
were filled as soon as they were ready 
and hundreds were refused admission. 
Typhus fever and dysentery is the mo»t 
prevalent disease. 


In addition to the financial relief the 


committee aud missionaries are doing 
what they can among the sick. Medi- 
cines have been distributed and the sani- 
tary conditions rendered as healthful as 
possible. Still, all that has been done is 
almost inconsiderable in view of the great 
want. It is stated that $40.000 would 
hardly be adequate to relieve the present 
want of the people end tide them over 
till next harvest, as a result of Turkish, 
depredations. 


ANOTHER AWFYL CYCLONE, 


Eight Fatal Storms in Five Days 


Williia Fifty Miles 


Radius, 


(Special Dispatch to the Transcript.) 


GDTHRIE, 
OKLAHOMA, May 22.—An- 


other awful storm disaster occurred in 
this vicinity last night. It was a disas- 
trous cyclone combined with a water 
spout. 


At Edmon, twenty houses were demol- 


ished and Henry Rich and daughter were 
killed. 


At White E«gle, thirty miles north, 


three cyclones formed within an hour. 
Twelve houses were destroyed and forty 
head ot cattle killed. 


At Black Bear, John Rodgers and wife 


were killed by the falling of timbers, also 
a farmer named White. 


At Gushing, Julia Wilmer, Jennie Wil- 


mer, Peter Davis and Frank Davis are 
dead, killed in the cyclone. 


How great the disaster is cannot yet be 


told, but the ruin and death wrought is 
frightful. 


The storm came from the south, and col- 


lided with a storm from the west. The 
damage in Osage county alone is estimated 
at f75,OM. Many are reported missing. 
This makes eight cyclones within a radius 
of fifty miles within five days.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—There were 


lively sqenes in the senate today, and a 
notioeable attendance. Hill and Sherman 
played the star parts. 


Senator Bntler fouhgt to take up Us 


antibond bill aud finally succeeded by « 
vote of thirty-four to twenty. The measure 
reads: "That issuance of interest-bearing 
bonds of the United States for any pur- 
pose whatever without further authority 
of congress is hereby prohibited." 


Senator Hill secured the floor as Boon 


as the vote was announced, but yielded 
tomporaaily for routine business. 
An in- 


terruption to routine occurred, however, 
when Mills gave notice he would object 
to any business until the senate disposed 
of the bond bil\, and Hill began. 


"This is a plain, bold, open, repudia- 


tion," exclaimed Hill in words ringing 
through the chamber. "Eepudiation is 
what the measure means. The dishonor 
of your paper money, is what tftis meas- 
ure means. The dishonor of your country 
is what this measure means. The crime 
of '73 pales into insignificance beside this 
contemplated crime. 


"This measure takes the government by 


the throat and holds up the treasury and 
destroys the only means by which the 
honor of the country can be maintained. 
It strikes at the very integrity of the 
honor of your government." 


Senator Hill said at a proper time he 


would move an amendment so that when 
green-backs were presented to the treas- 
ury for redemption the secretary need not 
be requite to reissue them. 


Senator George of Mississippi then 


asked why it was not best to put aside 
partisanship on both sides and come 
together to aid the treasury instead of 
sitting here quarrelling. 


Senator Sherman was on his feet in a 


moment and began an impassioned ad- 
dress to the senate. 


"I say in all seriousness," he said, "if this 


congress adjourns without giving the 
treasury relief it will be an outrage and 
shame. It will be a disgrace tailing in 
large part on the senate. 
We are going 


on like spendthrifts squandering their 
fortunes. 


"Toe senate refuses to give the presi- 


dent the proper powers for relief. This 
measure is an act of a bankrupt and a 
dishonest bankrupt. Thank God, it can- 
not pass, for all know this is merely a 
moot debate." 


Mr. Sherman said he would appeal to 


the leaders of the Democratic party to 
shake off the passions of the moment and 
take up the tariff bill sent here by the 
house. 


In the house, Chairman Hooker pre- 


sented the conference report of the river 
and harbor bill amendments. "Kem," 
Populist, of Nebraska objected to every 
request for unanimous consent.

The Dartmouth College Msn More Than 


Held Their Own. 


evening in Goodrich hall, 


,-^Uliarastown, three Williams debaters 
Called, in the, unanimous opinion of three' 
ifWe judges, D. Cady Herrick of the New 
York Bupreme court, Melvin O. Adams, 
partmouth '71, president of the Dart- 
month Alumni association, and Judge 
James B. Dunbar, Williams '71, of the 
Massachusetts supreme court, to prove 
that the Ottoman empire should be sup- 
pressed by the powers of Europe. The 
Williams men had too large a burden of 
proof. 


It was the first annual debate between 


Dartmouth and Williams colleges which 
filled Goodrich hall by an audience made 
up mostly of Williams men, though a scone 
of Dartmouth students were present, and 
townspeople, besides a few out of town 
guests wers present. 


Dr. John Bascom of Williams college 


presided and the college mandolin club 
furnished music. Though the audience 
was decidedly a Williams one, the Dart- 
mouth speakers were as heartily cheered 
,as their antagonists, a manifestation of 
the friendly spirit that exists between 
WHliems and Dartmouth students. When 
the Dartmouth men entered the hall a 
cheer of a minute or more was given by 
the Williams aggregation. 


The question for debate was "Resolved, 


That the General Welfare Demands the 
Suppression of the Ottoman Empire by 
the European Powers," and it received a 
careful rehearsal by both sides. Williams 
had the affirmative side and Dartmouth 
took the negative, it having had the 
choice of sides. Each speaker was allotted 
ten minutes. 


Williams' representatives were John H. 


Boekes, 'OS, of Bkaneateles, N. Y., Damon 
E. Hall, '97, of WilHamstown, and Horace 
G. Brown, '06, of Plainfleld, Ct., Frederick 
B. Eaton, '96, of Candia, N. H., George A. 
Green, '98, of Brooklyn and Craven Lay- 
cock, '96, of Bristol, N. H., represented 
Dartmouth. 


It is a pleasure to the many friends of 


Damon E.Hall in this community to know 
that he made one of the most cogent and 
logical arguments of the evening and 
spoke in a way to give great promise of 
future oratorical honors. 


DEBATERS LOSE.3 


Henry J. Whitney. 


Died this morning at 9.50 o'clock at his 


home, 62 Bracewell avenue, Henry J. 
Whitney, aged 58 years. 


Mr. Whitney was born in North Adams, 


the son of Henry and Lucy Sprague 
Whitney, and here his whole life was 
passed. He was educated in the public 
schools, and when a young man he en- 
tered upon a mercantile career, his first 
experience Xbeing in a store kept by 
Charles Butier on Eagle street, where he 
saved for some years as a clerk. In 1862 
he entered the store at the corner of 
River and Eagle streets in a similar capa- 
city, where he remained as clerk and pro- 
prietor until he retired last fall on 
account of his health. 


When Mr. Whitney went to work in 


this store it was conducted by Richardson 
& Homer. A year later the firm was dis- 
solved, A. W. Richardson conducting the 
business, and afterwards the Freeman 
Manufacturing company took a part in- 
terest. When the Freeman Manufactur- 
ing company was incorporated a few 
years later the sign was changed to "Free- 
man Manufacturing company." 


Through all these changes Mr. Whit- 


ney remained in the store, which is now 
one of the oldest in the city, it having 
been opened in 1858. While it was owned 
by the Freeman Manufacturing company 
Mr. Whitney had sole charge, buying all 
the goods and taking entire responsibil- 
ity for the conduct of the business. 


About eight years ago he bought the 


store and continued the business until 
last fall, when he was obliged to retire 
on account of failing health. 
He had 


been suffering for two years or more with 
a lung trouble, which now unfitted him 
for the business cares which be had so 
long and steadily borne. He spent the 
winter before in California, 
but his 


disease had progressed too far to admit 
of permanent relief and tor many mouths 
past his decline had been steady. It was 
dear that recovery was not to be hoped 
for, and yet death came sooner than was 
expected and was a sad surprise to the 
community. 


As a business man and as a citizen Mr. 


Whitney waa justly held in the high- 
est esteem by his townsmen. He was a 
man of quiet aud unassuming man- 
ner, 
friendly and obliging, upright in 


business and true to all obligations as hus- 
band, father, neighbor and friend. He 
loved his home, his family and his town, 
and his life was such as to win and hold 
the respect and good will of all classes. He 
was a member of Ore ylock lodge, F. and A. 
M., and his relations with that fraternity, 
as with all with whom he was in any way 
associated, were of the most cordial char- 
acter. 


The death of such a man is a !oas to any 


community, and in the great affliction 
which has overtaken them his lamily 
have the sympathy of a large number of 
friends. 


Mr. Whitney was married in 1837 to 


Miss Jennie McArtbur of North Adams, 
the ceremony being performed by Rev. 
Dr. Paine, pastor of the Congregational 
church of Which both were members. 
Mrs. Whitney survives with three of the 
nine children who were bora to them,— 
Frank H. and Jennie M. Whitney of this 
city and Peter J. Whitney of New York 
city. Mr. Whitney's father is etili living 
in this city, and he also leaves two 
brothers and a sinter, Martin M, Whitney 
of Lowell, ScevaE. Whitney of tbncity 
and Mrs. Adean L. Knowlea of Grand 
Rapids, Mich. 


The funeral will occur Sunday after- 


noon, Rev, W. L. Tenney officiating.

The Clerks Are Wondering What the Mer- 


chants Will Do. 


The question of closing the stores Me- 


morial day is agitating the clerk*. Since 
it was announced that the public exer-

Ejlfo on Triatan d'Acunha. 


The governor of St. Helena gives an ao- 


oountj iu his last report o£ a visit which he 
lately paid to Tristan d'Aounha. This lit- 
tle Island lies about 1,500 miles almost 
due south of St. Helena and about the same 
distanoe west of the cape of Good Hope. 
The governor found the 61 Inhabitants, 
consisting of 18 adult males and 33 females 
and SO children, under the control of tbo 
agsd Peter W. Green, in excellent health, 
and desiring the help of the chaplain 
rather than of the doctor of the ship. The 
climate is an admirable one and the gen- 
eral condition oC tho Inhabitants leaves 
little to be desired from a material point 
of view. The live stock consists of 600 cat- 
tle, CiOO sheep, a faw pigs and donkeys, 
some poultry and a large number of geese. 
The settlement consists of stone built cot- 
tages scattered over a common, lylpg at 
the foot of the precipitous and lofty inoun- 
t.iin. The inhabitants are tobal abstainer!, 
and they certainly form, says Governor 
Wilson, a strong argument In favor of tce- 
totalism. Occasional expeditions are made 
In open boats to Inaccessible Island, 20 
miles distant, for seals, which they rely on 
for their lights.—London News.

The Fight With Africans and Asiatics. 
The plain truth is that tho natural fight- 


ing power of Asiatics and Africans is very 
nearly equal to that of Europeans—so near- 
ly equal that whenever the dark men are 
even decently organized oud aimed, or led 
by a man of capacity, tho white men's ad- 
vantage disappears, and they havoto light 
with all the caro and generalship aud oven 
numbers which they would require in Eu- 
rope. It Is assumed that these things will 
never occur, but the assumption is a veiy 
large one, and by DO means borne out by 
past facts. 
Wo all know and admit that 


ths neoesfiary change has occurred in 
Japan, and no European power would now 
invade that country without taking all the 
precautions it would take if it wero invad- 
ing a *European state. Indeed Kussia is 
actually accumulating n great army in 
eastern Siberia—90,000 men, it Is said— 
in foa? lest the Japanese, if too much 
pressed, should Invade her. 


The ameer of Afghanistan is accumu- 


lating Eui-opoan weapons year by y*,ar and 
is actually manufacturing them in such 
quantities that, should wo ever como into 
conflict with his successor, tho general in 
command will have to Lo as careful as if 
lio worn face to face with a European foo. 
It is not General Roberts who will toll 
anybody that tho conquest of Afghanistan, 
supposing that our democracy decided on 
that foolish enterprise, would ho an easy 
task or it military parade. And now, in 
Abyssinia, a European army has boon ac- 
tually destroyed by an African power, 
whose soldiers, though no doubt of Somite 
blood, are most of them darker than any 
great tribe of Asiatics. The Italians wore 
of tho best blood of Europe, they belonged 
to an army trainod for 30 years to meet 
European oppononts, they earned weapons 
t>£ precision, and they died in a proportion 
to their numbers most unusual in warfare,

HI. Promises in Writing—Rl. Views 


and Policy Carefully {c^ulred 


Into In Adraaoe. 


Saratoga, N. Y., May £2.—The over- 


throw of the dominant party in the 
Presbyterian general assembly, strong 
in numbers and stronger by reason of 
long continued control, was accom- 
plished yesterday afternoon by the 
forlorn minority of liberals, which had 
scarcely nu rabered at any thpe in the 
past five years 10 per cent, of the en- 
tiro body of commissioners, by a clev- 
erly conceived ami shrewdly conducted 
manoeuvre that would have done credit 
to a post graduate in politics. Dr. 
Withrow eves his election as modera- 
tor absolutely and entirely to the 
nominating speech of Dr. John Davies 
of the llov\ard Crosby church, New 
York city, vet until the meeting of the 
assembly Dr. 'Davies and Dr. Withrow 
were entire strangers. They had never 
seen each other until they met in the 
city of Saratoga on the eve of the as- 
sembly. Dr Davies was comparatively 
obscure and unknown. Dr. Withrow's 
name is known throughout the church, 
lie is from Chicago and the entire 
Chicago delegation supported him. Dr. 
Davies stood alone in the Kew York 
delegation in his support of Dr. With- 
row. Mr. Haviesisa modest, sincere, 
earnest conservative of the ultra type. 
£, Pledges Sal* To Wave Keen Given. 


Dr. \Vithiovr, whatever may be his 


own classification, is the representa- 
tive of the liberals, and upon their 
cleverness and in securing- for their 
candidate the support of Dr. Davies 
must rest all the credit of yesterday's 
victory. 
It transpired in the heat of 


the controversy over the moderator- 
ship that Dr. Withrow had given as. 
the price of Dr. Dnvies' support certain 
written pledges as to his action, should 
he be chosen moderator, in regard to 
the important questions before the as- 
sembly. These written pledges now 
exist, and t icy are in t!;« hands of Dr. 
Davies. The correspondent of 
the 


United Press was able to verify this 
report on the word of Dr. Davies and 
Dr Withrow. The exact terms of the 
pledg-cs are not known, but their pur- 
port and hi1 tory were gathered in in- 
terviews with both this morning. 
It 


seems that one of Dr. Davies trustees, 
Lawyer Prentice of New York, is an 
intimate friend of Dr. Withrow. The 
two spend much time together at the 
lawyer's summer home on the Hudson 
near Albany. \Mien Dr. Withrow's 
candidacy was proposed it occurred to 
Lawyer Prentice that his New York 
pastor was the proper man to place 
his Chicago friend in 
nomination. 


Consultation ensued between the New 
York lawyer and the Chicago friends 
of Dr. With~*ow, resulting in a formal 
request to Dr. Davies to make the 
speech of nomination befora the as- 
sembly. 


Sought nil Views in Advance. 


Dr. Davies was willing, provided he 


was assured of Dr. Withrow's sound 
ness upon certain poinst of theology 
and policy »t issue in the church. Let- 
ters passed between Rrs. Withrow and 
Davies in v>hich the i Her sought to 
learn the \iews of the t -mer. The 
points covei ed by the intervu- iv were 
these: General soundness in theology 
as formulated by the 
Presbyterian 


standards; support of the past action 
of the general assembly on the ques- 
tion of theological seminary control; 
support of the position that the assem- 
bly is great er than the Presbytery in 
• certain .me of action as, for in- 
stance, the rejection of the graduates 
of Union Theolog-ieal seminary. Dr. 
Withrow assured Dr. Davies that he 
was thoroughly in line with the past 
action of the assembly. But Dr. Davies 
wanted even more than this 
He re- 


quired a v»: itten promise that in the 
event of la*. Withrow's election as 
moderator ;ill committees to be ap- 
pointed to which these and kindred 
subjects should be referred should be 
so constituted as to have a majority of 
conservative members. 
He obtained 


this promise. Dr. Withrow put him- 
self on papf r with a pledge that while 
lie would mike up his committees with 
a fair sprj'.kling- of liberals the ma- 
jority of o.ich committee should be 
men committed to the conservative 
side on these important questions. 


Admits the Deal. 


When qui stioned after adjournment 


as to the rumors that Dr. Withrow had 
given him written pledg-es as to the 
make up of the committees. Dr. Davies 
admitted that he held such pledges. 
*'Dovou think I would ask my conser- 
vative frien Is to vote for a man with- 
out assxirances that these great and 
important questions would be safe un- 
der his administration?" replied Dr. 
Davies

Th. Pomp and Splendor Attending tbe 


Czar and Czarina's Entrance into 


th. City Yesterday Almost 


Beyond Description. 


Moscow, May 
S2. — Although the 


thousands of restless and anxious 
sightseers stood and jostled each other 
all day yesterday they still thronged 
the streets all last night, and to-day 
there is no diminution to tho crowds. 
The great triumphal entry of the czar 
nnd czarina into their ancient city yes- 
terday with the brilliant surroundings, 
the trapping- of royalty, the pomp and 
glory all combined to make ever memo- 
rable the most gorgeous entrance into 
Russia's old capital that has taken 
place in modern times. Nothing in the 
western world can approach the spec- 
tacular glories of the Russian empire. 
The Russians are peculiarly fitted for 
fetes and their festivals are conducted 
with a splendor of display that cannot 
be equalled elsewhere in Europe. The 
brilliancy of the military uniforms and 
other trappings is something that 
strikes the unaccustomed 
observer 


with astonishment and admiration. 
Until yesterday the emperor had not 
officially been in the city. 
It is esti- 


mated that fully a million and a half 
of people, many of them from the utter- 
most parts of the empire, witnessed the 
great spectacle which.will go down in 
Russian history as the greatest pageant 
ever fi;en in tha dominions of the 
White Czar. 


A Daslllng Scene. 


Early in the moriog the streets were 


alive with people who had slept in, 
or roamed about, the streets all night, 
and .the crowds swarmed at every 
point along the line of procession. 
Everywhere could be seen the tall Cir- 
cassians in long scarlet cloaks, silver 
and gold he) melted cuirassiers, green 
and white uniformed hussars, and the 
odd, bright colored costumes of the 
Asiatics, all presenting a scene of un- 
equalled magnificence. The decorations 
of buildings was magnificent. Nearly 
midway along the route the governor- 
general's house was hung with bunt- 
ing in the Russian colors of white, 
blue and red, and the imperial black, 
yellow and white, caught up in fes- 
toons 
with 
imperial shields and 


wreaths, and gaspiping had been ar- 
ranged for the night illumination. Just 
outside the entrance stood four obe- 
lisks of considerable height, decorated 
with flags, armorial bearings and 
vases. 
In the small square facing the 


governor-general's house was an an- 
tique pavilion in which the emperor 
received the nobility of Moscow. This 
pavilion was surrounded with Vene- 
tian masts, from 
which 
depended 


silken banners, bearing inscriptions 
typifying the life and reign of prede- 
cessors of the present emperor. 
The 


tribunes inside the Kremlin square, 
which rt-as reserved for the guests of 
the emperor, were covered with red 
cloth, which, together with the vari- 
ous decorations in tha passages be- 
tween the cathedrals, 
the 
golden 


domes of the cathedrals and th«sir 
white walls, presented a brilliant ap- 
pearance. 


Coming of Their Ruler. 


By far the most picturesque effect 


given by the long straight street, was 
afforded by the groups of goldeniirobed 
priests, 
bearing 
sacred ikons, and 


surrounded by acloytes with smoking 
censors, standing in front of their 
churches, waiting the coming of the 
emperor, who was expected to stop at 
each group and venerate the relics; 
salutions of peace being given to him 
by the head priest of each party of 
ecclesiastics. At 12 o'clock, when the 
Grand Duke Vladimir and his brilliant 
officers, followed by a detachment of 
cuirassiers, went galloping out 
to- 


wards the Petroffsky palace, where 
the imperial party had spent 
the 


night, a cry of delight and cheers burst 
forth from the crowd at what seemed 
a foretaste of the function so patiently 
awaited. 
There was, however, an- 


other long wait, and it was not until 
2.30 o'clock that the deep boom of the 
guns of the battery at the Petroffsky 
palace was heard, signifying that the 
procession was under way. This was 
quickly followed by ei.jht other shots, 
which were the signal for every bell in 
in Moscow to peal forth, and in an 
instant, led off by the bells of the 
Ivan tower in the Kremlin, an indes- 
cribable jangle of the hundreds of 
bells in this much-belled city broke 
upon tho ear. At the sound of the 
first cannon shot, the word of com- 
mand was given to the soldiers, who 
had previously stacked their rifles, and 
all now stood at arms, as immovable 
and wooden as only the Russian and 
German soldier can stand, awaiting 
the coming of their Little Father. 


A Gorgeou. Cavalcade. 


At the head 
of 
the 
procession 


marched about 250 policemen. Next 
came three squadrons of Circassians 
»nd Don Cossacks in brilliant scarlet 
uniforms, with their carbines at rest. 
Big stalwart men they were, riding- 
beautiful 
high-mettled horses. 
At 


their head on a black horse rode Prince 
Delgoruki. grand master of ceremonies, 
in full uniform. 
Then came 200 red 


uniformed Cossacks. These were fol- 
lowed by forty-one Asiatics, who were 
the cynosure of all eyes 
Their uni- 


forms were dazzling- visions of bar- 
baric magnificence 
and 
costliness. 


Then cam? M-veral carriages painted 
red and gold in which rode twenty-four 
gentlemen of the chamber attired in 
green and gold, followed by twelve 
chamberlains on horseback. Immedi- 
ately after came several gorgeous 
coaches drawn by four or six horses 
conveying ministers or other dij nl a- 
ries. 
The coachmen and postilioni 


wore white wigs. 


Soldiers, Officials and Civilians. 


The next in line was a field marshal, 


leading a squadron of the czar's hus- 
sars of the guard, then a squadron ol 
dragoonb, followed by grenadiers with 
ancient helmets. 
Then followed high 


officials of the imperial stable, Jiveried 
footmen, lackeys, pages and other 
servants oi the royal household on 
foot. 
Then followed another mastei 


of ceremon.iejt leading the bearers _oi 


the imperial standard, deputies of the 
Asiatic tribes and peoples of the east, 
mounted unarmed men In robes ol 
civil office, standards of tha various 
provinces and states at the empire, 
groups of deputies from the various 
trades and guilds of Russia. Then 
were numerous other sections,, and 
then came 100 ohevalier guards, with 
silver eagles on their burnished hel- 
mets, and wearing white tunics, and 
100 household guards with gold hel- 
mets and purple tunics. Then there 
was a hiatus, and the. thousands upon 
thousands of spectators knew that the 
czar of all the Kussias was coming. 


Ore.Ld '.with a'.Roar. 


His majesty was preceded by the Im- 


perial grand marshal, Count Pahlen, 
and two squadrons of cuirassiers, with 
eagle-crested helmets. Riding a pure 
white horse and attired In the full gen- 
erals uniform at the ever faithful Preo-, 
bajensky regiment, came the youag 
autocrat of all the Russlas. lie sat 
erect and looked every inch the Caesar 
he is. He constantly saluted in re- 
sponse to tha salutations of tha multi- 
tude, who upon tha first sight of nis 
majesty raised the shout peculiar to 
the Russians, which is a prolonged 
roar. 
His majesty was immediately 


followed by the various male members 
of the Russian imperial family, the 
grand dukes, foreign sovereigns or 
their representatives, tha minister'of 
war and the generals and officers of 
the suite, a gorgeous, throng in glitter- 
ing uniforms. 
Separated 
from this 


brilliant 
cavalcade and riding in a 


coach surmounted by a massive gold 
and crystal crown came the dowager 
czarina, the mother of the czar. She 
was attired in a bejewelled Russian 
court a ress and was quite pale. She 
bowed repeatedly In response to the 
cheers of the crowd. 


Czarina Bows to the MaltUnd*. 


Proceeded by a regiment of grena- 


diers attached to the palace, cams the 
czarina riding alone in a magnificent 
gilded state carriage, drawn by four 
pairs of cream-colored horses, flanked 
by two esquires-at-arms, and guarded 
in the rear by two Cossacks. 
Her 


majesty wore a dress simitar to that of 
the dowager czarina.

On 
arriving at the Iberian chapel at the 
entrance of the Chinese town the em- 
peror alighted from his horse, and with 
the empress ascended the steps of the 
shrine, where he was received by the 
priest of the chapel with the cross and 
holy water. As the emperor passed 
through the red square the choirs sta- 
tioned in the tribunes along the krem-

The appearance of 
tbe czar was 


the signal for the firing- of can- 
non, the ringing of bells and frantic 
cheers from the people. 
It was just 


4 o'clock as the czar entered the krem- 
lin. As the procession passed across 
the square through the Spasky gate 
into the kremlin, the impression pro- 
duced on the mind was one of the most 
dazzling display of color. The troops 
were massed in the great Bell square 
of the kremlin and the emperor and 
empress, with their immediate suites, 
worshipped successively in the cathe- 
drals of the Assumption of the Arch- 
aug-el Michael and the Ancunciation 
where te deums were sung. It is im- 
possible to describe the gorg-eousness 
of tha scene.
